MASSING FEDERAL TROOPS HERE. 


One Thousand More Kegulars Win Ar- 
rive in Chicago Today. 

Today’s stin will shine down on the warlike 
accouterments of 1,000 additional United 
States troops, who will arrive in Chicago be- 
fore nightfull. They have been ordered for- 
ward in ar tieipation of anything that may 
happen and will come here in readiness for it. 
From Fort Riley. Kas:, four troops of cavalry 
and three batteries of ‘artillery are coming, 
the former under the command of Maj. 
Morris and the latter in charge of Mai. 
Randolph. The detachment comprises 380 
men. A squadron of the Ninth Cavairy and 
one of the Sixth Cavalry, consisting of 200 
men, left Fort Niobrara, Neb., at 4 o’clock,

‘THREE PEOPLE WOUNDED. 


Strikers Try to Get Troops Iato a Trap and 
Uncle Sam's Men Shoot to KilleSixteen 
- Companiés of Indiana Militia Rushing 
to the Scene—Iliinois State Soldiers WIn 
Co-operate=Protests from Hammond 
Citizens—Attempt Made to Burn a Rall- 
road Bridge. 
Ten days ago the strikers at Hammond, 
Ind., promised to allow trains to pass through 
their town without molestation, and in consid- 
eration of this pledge State troops ordered 
there by Gov. Matthews were sent home. Yes- 
terday the rioters broke their word, and as a 
result United States soldiers shot down four 
persons, one of them being killed instantly: 
The Dead.

Riot and anarchy broke forth in Hammond 
late Saturday night and raged, until 3:30 p. 
m., When the shedding of blood brought the 


mob toa realization of the folly of resisting 


United States authorities. Blood was shed as 
a direct result of an attempt on the part of 
the strikers to interfere with the operation of 
a wrecking train in charge of Capt. W. I. 
Hartz of the Fifteenth Infantry. Ine train 
had been sent out to cleat the Monon tracks 
of the box cars, passenger coaches, and other 
obstructions placed there by the rioters. The 
work had progressed satisfactorily and only 
one box car remained. This was about one 
mile the other side of Hammond. While the 
wrecker was at work on this news came to 
Capt. Hartz that at a siding juncture between 
him and the city a mob was engaged, in turn- 
ing over_a Pullman car, whieh would block 
the tracks behind him.

Father Vattmenn’s Warning Beeded. 
Shortly after the arrival of the troops on 


‘the Michigan Central train the. Rev. Father 


Vattmenn, Chaplain of the Fifteenth In, 
fantry, left the command and paid a visit to 
the Rev. Father Plaster, the leading priest in 
Hammond, He told him the orders that had 
been issued to the soldiers were to shoot any 
one seen molesting railway property and to 
shoot to kill. The Chaplain then urged upon 
Father Plaster to go out among the érowd 
and inform such of his parishioners as he 
might find there. This the father did, He 
told the people assem bied in crowds not only 
of the danger. but that lawlessness and vio- 
lence would only bring discredit upon the 
working peopie. i 

This admonition added to that of Mayor 
Riley had a wonderful effect, for within 
three hours after the shooting oseurred but 
few people remained on the streets, and not a 
mob or crowd of any sort was to be seen. 

In speaking of the shooting Mayor Riley 
deneuneed it in bitter terms. He said the 
soldiers might have avoided injuriag any one 
had they but charged on the mob. If they 
had done this the mob would have fled and 
the desired end would have been accom- 
plished without the loss of life. 

Police Officer Jacob Hartmann, who saw 
the shooting, said a large crowd had thrown 
two ropes over a Pullman car on a sidetrack 
and was making a vigorous effort to pull it 
over on the main tracks so that they might 
blockade the military and mail trains from 
moving into Chicago. It was toppling and a 
moment more would have rolled ever on the 
tracks.

the Ninth Infantry from Sackett's Harbor, N.

When the troops arrive the infantry will go 
into camp on the Lake-Front. The cavalry 
and artillery will be sent to the Stock- Yards. 
There will probably be a shiftmg around of 
the commands, but a considerable number of 
the soldiers will remain in camp as a reserve.

A merchant who stood in the doorway of 
his store a block away said the mob asa. 
sembled in front of his store. Fat Kelly, a 
big. red-faced vandal, who, it is said, led the 
mob in its violence last night, was there, He 
delivered a wild and anarchistic harangue to 
the excited mob, and advised the men to get

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Notice that President Cleveland’s proclamda- 
tion was about to be issued was received at 
army headquarters at 9:30 o’clock. A copy 
of the notice was at once sent to Mayor Hop- 
kins. A few moments later the proclama- 
tion itself was telegraphea from 
Washington. It was copied on the 
official paper of the headquarters and

best information obtainable the proclama- 
tion was hastened by the news from Spring 
Valley that striking miners were engaged in 
depredation.

“Does the proclamation mean martial 
law?” he was asked. 

“It amounts to the same thing. It means 

whoever disobeys it is a public enemf, 
and as such is to be destroyed. 

Does it place you in command of the 
State troops? 

“No; the President is acting in accordance 
With law and under the authority conferred 
on him by the Constitution. It means that 
all riotous persons and all persons who incite 
to riot are enemies to the Constitution and 
Will be treated as such.

Capt. Chapin, Col. Moulton, and Capt.

“As God wills.“ 

Capt. Chapin, a veteran of the old Fif- 
eenth, commanding the detachment of regu- 
lare at the Stock-Yards, lay asleep in his tent 
at midnight. That was all he had to say when 
the telegram from Washington was read to 
him by a reporter for Tun Tarrsune. In the 
moment which followed the sentence he was 
silent: Then, witha yawn which showed a 
soldier’s indifference, he rolled over and 
started to sleep again. When he was ques- 
tioned as to what he thought of the matter he 
said: I don't care much how it goes. I am

When the soldiers had arrested Kincaid and 
taken him on board the cars the train with 
the two mail cars proceeded to Chieago. As 
the train approached State street the niob as- 
sembled there, having had a taste of the cold 
lead from the regulars, fled back several 
blocks, and the wrecker con voying three 
mail trains it had released proceeded on its 
way unmolested. Mayor Riley at oncewent 
among the crowds which had assembled 


around the.crossing and ordered the people to 


disperse. He said the regulars had come with 
orders to shoot to kill, and that any oné in 
the crowd might suffer from their bullets. 
Troops Rushed to the Scene. 

News of the conflict reached Chicago within 
a few minutes and a call for assistance reached 
Gen. Miles. A speciani on the Michigan Cen- 
tral was made up, and on it were placed three 
companies of regulars which had been 
camping on the Lake-Front. Capt. Brown, 
Brevet-Major of Company E of the Twelfth 
Infantry, was placed in command. The 
special pulled out of the Twelfth street 
depot at 3:20 o'clock, with Leut.

When the news of the encounter between 
the militia and rioters at Chicago 
reached Hammond the strikers again 
sallied forth bent on mischief. 
At 7 o’clock the Michigan Central attempted 
to run freight train No. 58 to Ciitago. While 


they were switching out some cars from the 


Hammond Packing company the crowds be- 
gan to gather in small groups around the de- 
pot. The train was got in readiness 
started without molestation, the crowd fol. 
lowing eagerly expecting trouble, 

However, they did not go farther than the 
State line, when the train was stepped by an 
infuriated mob and the engineer was asked to 
leave his engine. This he did without 
hesitation. but the strikers were not ent- 
isfied and fired stones, coupling pins, 
and other missiles at the engineer, 
fireman, and brakeman. The engine was 
in charge of Engineer MeLain, who 
was injured about the face and head. Fire. 
man Cooper was also injured ih a like man. 
ner, while Brakeman Nichol was dealt with 
more severely, he having been struck with a 
coupling-pin over the left eye in addition to 
receiving several other bruises on the body. 
This ended all attempts toward running trains 
on the Michigan Central, as the Sheriff and 
his deputies were unable to render any assist- 
ance, 

Rioters Cut the Wines. 

At 9 o’clock a passenger train arrived on 
the Monon. Two Pullmans were cut off and 
the trainmen ordered to pull ont. The Pull- 
mans were puton a siding by the strikers, 


and later on partly destroyed. Then the rio 


ers cut the telegraph wires, drove the opera- 
tors out of town, and-reigned supreme. 

In the meantime the city authorities had 
become frightened, and as the two freight 
trains were just inside the IIlinbis State line 
they appealed to Mayor Hopkins of Chicago 
for assistance, Companies Hand M of the 
First Regiment, I. N. G., on duty at Pullman,

It is not likely now when more 
than ever he has interests at stake he would 
shirk a battle, but such a fight is the last 
thing those who have any interest in racing 
would care to see. 


New York, July 8.—[Special.]—While the 
sulkies have been in active service for nearly 
two months the sehsations for the season are 
all in prospect. Instead of starting off with a 
flourish after the manner of the gallopers, the 
harness raters make their annual appearance. 
quietly in May and then gradually work up 
the situation to the climax known as the 
grand circuit that invariably begins in July. 
This year the famous summer tournament 
has taken a step farther Westward and starts 
off Monday at Saginaw. Michigan continues 
to be ambitious, for several of the Cities in 
that State took part in the Western-Southern 
circuit, that at one time was a dangerous rival 
of the older series, and the example set by 
Detroit last July in joining the grand circuit 
has been followed by the neighbor ing associa- 
tion at Saginaw. While the new member has 
always held a successful meeting just prior to 
the one at Detroit, the star performers have 
generally been reserved for the richer plums 
along the line of the grand circuit, and. the in- 
dications are that the same policy will be pur- 
sued now, even when Union Park has taken 


the higher degree. 

The quality of the sport at earlier meet- 
ings through Illinois, Wisconsin, Ohio, Min- 
nesota, and adjacent States shows that the 
average speed of this season will be faster 
than any that has preceded. At Janesville, 
Minneapolis, and other places where the trot- 
ters and pacers have been contending for 
modest purses during June the miles nave 
been at a more lively rate than those seen in 
the grand circuit prior to 1892. Of course 
the bicycle suiky is almost wholly responsible 
for this and it still continues to advance the 
horses in their flights. When this new me- 
chanical aid to speed in harness was first ap- 
plied two years ago it was done hurriedly and 
few of the sulkies were properly balanced. 
Last season there was some improvement, but 
the manufacturers did not stop at that, and 
ligher. smoother running, and consequently 
taster racing machines are constantly supple- 
menting the more crude use of the ball bear- 
ing axle and pneumatic tire. It cun never be 
detfhitely determined just what the advantage 
is in the case of ahy one horse, but the sum- 
maries of recent events show conciusively 
that the performers ät both gaits are going 
faster than ever. When a 4-year-old 
pacer can reel off a heat in 2:1044. as Online 
did at Le Mars. la., about two weeks ago, 
coming within a second of the best mark tor 
that age, the yy months may be safe- 
ly counted on to furnish still greater sensa- 
tions. Quite as notable, thouga differing in 
kind, was the mile in 2:13% - trotted on a 
half-mile track near Pailadelpuia last month 
by the old campaigner Amboy, who has been 
the largest winner of the year up to date. 

Detroit Really Opens the Big Ball. 

While there is plenty of material to furnish 
high-class sport at Saugus next week, the ma- 
jority of the crack stab es wait for Detroit, 
where the money reward is higher than at the 
earlier meeting. The total premium list for 
Union Park foots up $15,000, whereas the 
Hue Ribbon meeting of the Detroit Driving 
club offers $70,000. It is no wonder that 
thdse trainers who can afford to do so prefer 
to wait for the richer prizes which await them 
from Detroit to New York. Doble and Hickok 
in the West, Turner and Goldsmith in the 
East, are of like mind repardmg this matter, 
and are preparing their pupils to battle tor the 
big purses at the Michigan metropolis. The 
makeup of Doble’s stable has already been 
thoroughly discussed, with Arion the central 
figure this year instead of Nancy Hanks. 
Since he drew a high-wheel sulky in 2:10% 
as a 2-year-old Arion has been in the public 
eye, but it is an open question whether he has 
trained on in the strict sense of the word. At 
3 years with the safety wheel to enable him 
to pull his record down he only changed the 
figures by a quarter of a second, and last 2 
by a liberal time allowance the young stallion 
ciosed his colthood with a mark of 2:07%.

HARD LABOR FOR LIFE IN SIBERIA. 


End of One of the Most Sensational Trials 
Evert Held in Russ ts. 1 

New York Tribune: One of the most sen- 
sational trials ever held in Russia came to an 
end in St. Petersburg afew days ago. Asa 
result, the bearer of one of the proudest, most 
aristocratic, and respected names in the land 
of the Czar—Count Alexander Sollohub—is 
now on his way to one of the most distant 
parts of Siberia. banished for life and shorn 
of all his titles and privileges. 

Things were brought to light in the famous 
lawsuit which make a starting commentary 
on the condition of certain classes of society 
in modern Russia. 

The name Sollohub belongs not only to the 
noble but also to the literary world of Russia. 
The condemned man’s maternal’s grand- 
father was the celebrated Count Michael 
Wielehorski, one of the highest officers in 
the service of Emperor Nicholas, one of 
the ruler’s most intimate personal friends, a 
companion of Pushkin and Shukowski, a mu- 
sician and artist of note, whom Rossini called 
the primo conessare del untverso.“ His 
éldest daughter by his marriage with the 
Princess Biron, niece of the last Duke of Cur. 
land, one of the most beautiful women of her 
time, was married in the early forties to the 
famous poet and novelist, Count Viadimir 
Solleohub, author of The Great World,“ 


Tarantasb, and other books still popular in 


Russia. 

Count Vladimir began active life as a dipio- 
matic attaché in Vienna, and, after occupy- 
ing a number of important places under the 
¢rown, died as Chamberlain and Privy Coun- 
eilor and President of the Prison Committee 
of Moscow about ten years ago. 

His oldest son, the one with whom this un- 
happy trial has todo, was Count Alexander, 
who was born in 1845, and after ‘graduation 
from the University of Dorpat entered the 
army asa Lieutenant. But he had not in- 
berited the qualities of mind and heart which 
had made his tamily loved and respected, and 

to lead a life which soon robbed him 
of his fortune. His marriage to the sister of 
the Minister of Instruction turned him fora 
time from his evil ways, but his wife was 
soon obliged to leave him. Itappears now, 
in the light of disclosures atthe trial, that 
Sollohub for years had been living a dishon- 
est life, but had managed tocover up his 
crimes so that members of his class had no 
idea of his wrongdoings. But he overstepped 
himself at last, 

There died at Moseow a few months ago M. 
Gribanov, one of the wealthiest merchants 
of Russia. N estate of 10,000,000 
rubles. He had hardly been buried when 
Sollohub announced that Gribanow had left 
him half of nis estate and produced a will to 
prove it. Surprise was great in the dead 
merchant’s family when an expert in writing 
pronounced the signature genuine. And then 
who could suspect a Sollohub? 

» Sollohub, when he first laid ciafm to the 
estate, admitted that he had not.been a friend 
of the dead man. As àn explanatioa, how-

ALL STATUTES ARE TO BE UPHELD. 


The Administration Grimly Determined to 
Suppress Riotous Strikers. 
Wasuineror, D. C., July 8.—/Special.}— 
President Cleveland and his advisers have not 
been idle today so far as giving consideration 
to and taking action on the question of amel- 


. jorating the strike situation. The action to 


some extent has been of a minor churacter, 
but it will greatly assist in crushing the riot- 
ers. It will be continued, the authorities 
say, until every spark of life now 
in the rioters ‘has been extinguished. 
The President is moving in the whole 
matter with the utmost caution, and 
he and his advisers have given full considera- 
tion to every phase of the labor question. 
From early this morning. before the lazy 
residents of Washington thought of rising 
from their couches, the President was in his 
office reading the dispatches which came to 
him over his private wire. Secretary Lamont, 
who is stopping at the White House, arose at 
the same time the President did, and he also 
was engaged in perusing the messages which 
the telegraph operator received from the dif- 
ferent points’ throughout the West where 


trouble is in progress. The President and 


Secretary Lamont were not long alone. Gen. 
Schofield. equally as early a riser, drove up 
to the White House and remained with the 
Chief Executive for several hours. 

Chicago Receives Most Attention. 


The arrival of Gen. Schofield was the signal 
for a general discussion of the situation. It is 
upon Chicago that the eyes of the administra- 
tion are most earnestly fixed, and it was nat- 
urally upon this peint that the discussion was 
principally directed. The President had 
talked with Gen. Miles over the long-distance 
telephone early this morning. and was fuly 
posted as to the events of yesterday, as was 
also the Secretary of War and Gen. Schofield.

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NO INTENTION ro SUPPRESS UNIONS, 


The Government Does Not Intend to Op- 
press the Laboring Classes. 

WasnNdrox, D. C., July 8.— [Special. 
After the consultation at the White House this 
morning a member of the Cabinet said to Tun 
TRIBUNE correspondent it should be borne 
in mind very distinctly that it was not the in- 
tention of the Federal or State Governments 
to destroy labor unions or organizations in- 
tended to benefit in any manner the cause of 
labor. President Cleveland and the members 
of his Cabinet recognize as a fundamental 
principle that a laboring man or an employé 
in any kind of Business can quit work when 
so disposed, but must not interfere with other 
persons who may be employed in places 
so vacated. What the United tates 
Goyernment means to do and what it will in- 
sist upon the Governors of States doing is to 
preserve order and prevent the destruction of 
property. It must not be understood by rail- 
roads gr other corporations that Federal 
authority will be exerted merely for the pur- 
pose of oppressing the laboring classes. These 
are the issues which have been most discussed 
at the Cabinet meetings lately, and the sooner 
they are correctly stated and understood by 
the country the better for all concerned. A 
workingman is worth what he can get from 
his employer, and it resolved itself into acold 
business proposition between employer and 
employé when the question of wages arose. - 

In this connection the Cabinet Minister 
called attention to a paragraph in a London 
cable latter, which reads as follows: 

There is indeed food for thought in the fact 
that yesterday while the mob was wrecking rail- 
roads at Chicago a preliminary meeting of the 
delegates, masters, and men who form the offi- 
cial conciliation board for miners’ disputes of 
Great Britain informally accepted the principle 
of a minimum living wage. This will toon 
be fixed at a 30 per ceut advance on the rates of 
1888, and the masters guarantee that wages will 
not fall below this for the next two years. This 
is really a most important economic event in 
England, since itis a recognition of the legal 
rights of trades unions. Those who Mabored | to 
secure this acceptance of the living wage prin- 
ciple, having established the principle that work- 
ers shall not be forced to starvation by svecula- 
tive corners, rings, and deals, will now see what 
may be done in the direction of protecting con- 
snmers from plunder by the same agencies, 
though that is a more difficult probiem. 

„This very question was gone over iu de- 
tail,“ continued the Secretary, between the 
British Ambassador and myself. Both of us 
agreed that it would be preposterous to think 
of crushing out organized labor in these days 
of progress and civilization, There is no 
more harm in working people organizimg to 
secure benefits to themselves than for their 
employers to do so, and this should not be 
lost sight of in the struggle for wealth. It 
was Gen. Sherman who said as far back as 
1862 that men in the pursuit of riches and 
advancement lost sight of everything else and 
became effeminate. For this reason would 
be in favor of a binod-letting at least once in 
every fifty years, as it would in the end re- 
dound to the benefit of mankind. This re- 
mark has been attributed to Bismarck, but 
the credit of it belongs to the hero of the 
march to the sea. 


HUNTINGTON TALKS OF THE STRIK 


Serious Results to Southern Pacific and to 
California Fruit-Growers. 


Wasurnetow, D. C., July 8.—[Special.]— 


President C. P. Huntington of the Southern 


Pacific railroad company is at Washington on

answer to a question as to his views concern- 
ing the pending strike, and particularly to the 
extent that it affects the Southern Pacific sys- 
tem, Mr. Huntington said: 

“The company is running some of its 
trains, but is much embarrassed and unable 
to handle a great deal of its regular train 
service because of the lawless interference of 
the strikers in the larger towns along its 
line. I think,“ said Mr. Huntington, 
that our older employés are giving us very 
little trouble, and that it is the new element, 
and many not in our employ at all; men who 
are out of work and who have drifted into 
California, so to speak, from the silver States. 
These men naturally gravitate toward the 
larger tade centers, and too many of them 
are found in the ranks of the disorderly. The 
company has been 80 interfered with by the 
forcible and unlawful stoppage of its trains 
that it has been compelred to lay’ off a large 
number of its employés whom it would be 
glad to retain, We all regret this very much, 
not only for the company’s sake but the men’s 
also. The loss to the fruil-growers of the 
State has been considerable, This is much 
to be deplored,.as the crops that the farmer 
raises costs him so much for labor in their 
production that it seems a great pity that it 
should all be wasted or destroyed without do- 
ing any one any benefit.

RIOT LEADERS BEING GATHERED 
IN BY MARSHAL’S MEN, 


Detectives Mingle in All Crowds Securiug 
Evidence and Information for the 
United States Officiais on Which the 
Warrants Are Based=Seven Prominent 
Arrests Made=Many Other Warrants 
Out That Will Keep the Officers Busy 

fora Month. | 


Men who have trampled on the law and the 
injunction issued by the United States Dis- 
trict Court are being made to understand that 
the Government of the United States has a 
long arm, guided in this instarice by an in- 
flexible purpose. Yesterday the cage in Mar- 
shal Arnold’s office was too small to hold the 
prisoners who were brought in. Several of 
the captives were said to be ringleaders in the 
mobs last week. One man the government 
officers took out of Debs’ headquarters, The 
government is making its arrests in 
accordance with a plan thé operation 
of which is likely to strike a chill into 
the hearts of malefactors. Certain features 
developed yesterday. In all the mobs which 
collected last week the governnient had dis- 
tribut umbers of detectives, who watched 
and waited, taking note of acts of violence 
and of depredators, but making. no arrests.

QUIET AND ORDER NEARLY RESTORED. 

By the close of Saturday the soldiers and 
peace officers had enforced order in all ex- 
cept a few spots in the riotous districts, and 
in those they had taught the rioters severe 
lessons. Saturday night there were no ex 
tensive burnings and yesterday, up to the 
time of writing this article, all was quiet 
throughout the storm center.“ The forces 
of law and order, the conservative forces of 
the community, had the upper hand most de- 
cidedly. Trains were running with more 
regularity than at any other time since the 
rioting began with tlie tie-up of the lines 
under orders from Débs. Each day from this 
forth will show furthor and rapid improve. 
ment. It is fair to presume that the back- 
bone of the riot is broken. The President of 
the United States has made preparations to 
send to this point all the additional troops 
that nay be needed to restore order, and 
15,000 regulars can be placed in this city 
within a few days. That would leave 10,000 
other regulars to preserve order at other 
points, which is more than will be required, 
for as this is the headquarters of the whole 
Debs disturbance, when quiet is restored ail 
over Cook County it rapidiy will be restored 
in the outlying districts. 

Neither the Federal troops, the Federal 
Marshals, the State soldiers, the Deputy Sher 
iffs, nor the city police will be withdrawn 
from the scene of the disturbance till the riot 
is completely broken up and the trains all 
running on schedule time and the people are 
again at peace. And it also is known that the 
President has made arrangements to stamp 
out the disturbances on the transcontinental 
roads. The Debs blockade at Sacramento and 
Cleveland will be speedily removed. This 
week the men on strike will see that they made 
@ horrid mistake in taking orders from the 
crank Debs, They will conclude that they 
had no provocation to walk out, that they 
had no grievance, and that they tannot afford 
to lose their situations at such a» time, as 
Debs himself in his impudent letter to the 
President admits to be very bad for the labor 
interests. They will reason that in the com- 
ing fall and winter it may be more difficult to 
ebtain work than now and that there is nei- 
ther sense nor reason in remaining out on a 
foolish, aimless, causeless strike that does not 
and cannot help the Puilman strikers one 
iota. y will go back to their jobs every 
hour in increasing numbers and feel glad to 
be allowed to escape so easily from the conse- 
quences of their utterly uncalled for and 
causeless **‘ walk out and subsequent resist- 
ance to the law and the authorities who are 
here to enforce it.

Instead of making a truthful statement the 
two conspirators charge the occurrences of 
the last ten days in Chicago—the delays of the 
mails, the obstruction of inter-State com- 
merce, the ditching of trains and burning of 
cars, the mobbing and maltreating of thuse 
who refused to strikxe—to the account of the 
“iron heel of corporate tyranny” and the 
“intention of arrogant monopolies to sub- 
jugate the working people.“ The mo- 
nopolies”’ referred to are the railroud com- 
panies which have been struck against 
by Debs’ orders, Wherein have they 
shown their arrogance ? Before Debs 


| ordered them to strike they were getting 


along harmoniously with their railway em- 
ployés. They had no personal grievances. 
In most cases their wages were on the old Re- 
publican high tariff scale, although owing to 
the business depression there was fur less for 
the roads todo. The duties required of the 
men before the Pullman strike were just the 
saine as their duties after it. So were their 
wages. The companies made no new de- 
mands on their men after the Pullman 
strikers walked out. The roads wanted no 
strike, but were struck by Debs’ orders. Debs 
and Sovereign say to the President: 

The present railway strike was precipitated by 
the uneasy desire of the railway corporations to 
destroy the organizations of their employés and 
make the working people more subservient to 
the Will of their employers. 

What ‘an enormous perversion! The 
roads wanted peace. They thought they 
had secured it. They did a poor busi- 
ness last year. They were most anxious 
to get all the business they could this 
year.’ They had made contracts with their 
men and they thought unity and harmony 
were assured. Suddenly there was thrown at 
them a demand that they should break their 
contracts with the Pullman company and re- 
fuse to handle its cars under pain of a strike. 
They had hired their men with the under. 
standing that the employés were to handle 
those cara as they did all other cars. All at 
once the employés said they did not propose 
to keep their contracts. Debs and Sovereign 
assert that is all right. They say also that if 
those employés, against the will of the com- 
panies, do detach a Pullman it is not a crime, 
unless it is ulso a crime for the road itself to 
leave une off a train if they feel like it, which 
is all rot. They say to the President: 

If it is a criminal interference with the United 
States mails for the employés of 4 railway com- 
pany to detach from a mail train a Pullman 
palace car contrary to the will of the company, 
then it holds true that itis the same criminal in- 
terference whenever a Pullman palace car is de- 
tached from a mail trainin accordance with the 
will of a railway company while said mail train 
is in transit.

case should not be drawn at the

And then they say: 

In view of these facts we eat sees he 
fetched decision of Attorney-General Olney, the 
sweeping un-American injunctions against rail- 
way employés, and the movements of the regular 
army as employing the powers of the General 
Government for the support and protection of 
the railway corporations in their determination 
to degrade and oppress their employés. 

Where is the degradation,“ and where is 
the oppression ? The roads asked the men 
to continue handling the cars they always had 
been handling. Thereupon the men, on Debs’ 
order, refused, and, to make their refusal 
more emphatic, said they would handle no 
cars, freight, or passenger of those roads, and 
would not allow the trains to run if they 
could prevent it. 

The oppression appears to be on the part of 
Debs and his allies. They are the ones whe 
have undertaken to dictate by violence to the 
companies how they should carry on their 
business; and when the roads attacked by 
Debs refuse to knuckle down and surrender 
to him he gabbles about the iron heel of 

corporate tyranny.” 

Debs and Sovereign say to the President 
that— 

In the present contest between labor and rail- 
way corporations we shall use every peace- 
able and honorable means at our command 
consistent with the law and our constitutional 
rights to secure for the working people just com- 
pensation for labor done and respectable consid- 


eration in accordance with the inherent rights of 
all men and the spirit of republican government. 


There was no contest between labor and the 
railway corporations before about just con- 
pensation. Debs started the fight and forced 
it on the roads by attempting to tie them up. 
The roads have had a conflict forced on them 
by Debs, and now he says they were the 
aggressors! and calls un the President, who 
knows all the facts, to take his hands off and 
let him—Debs—and his etrikers go on with 
their ** peaceful and honorable methods of 
bringing the corporations to terms. What 
those methods are any one who will takea 
trip to the southwestern part of the city west 
of State street can see for himself. 

What Debs and Sovereign have to say about 
„military despotism ’’ and the “ intimidation 
of peaceable working people deserves no no- 
tice. Other demagogues—some of them Gov- 
ernors—have been talking in that strain for 
some days back. But the law will be enforced 
all the same. 


THE SYMPATHETIC. STRIKE NEARLY 
ENDED. 

The great ‘‘ sympathetic strike” of men 
who had no grievances of their own against 
their employers, who bad given them no cause 
of complaint, has passed its | culminating 
point. ks floodtide has been reached and 
now it is ebbing rapidly away.\ There still 
are some new streams, mostly oft the little 
rivulet order, that are pouring into the main 
flood, but the mass of water is falling. Its 
level is much lower than in the latter part of 
last week. The point of high water mark was 
reached last Friday when Mayor Hopkins 
asked the Governor: for five regiments of 
soldiers and swore in a thousand extra police 
officers, and when the last six companies 
of regulars came in, and the Mayor gave 
orders to the police to scatter and smash the 
rioters wherever they found them. Gov. Alt- 
geld gave orders to the State troops to report 
to the Mayor of Chicago and assist in re- 


' pressing riots, maintainmg the peace, and 


executing the law.’’ Gen. Miles issued his 
order that the soldiers be assigned to the dif- 
ferent railroad lines, and that if any act of 
hostility be committed those assaults shall 
be repelled by the use of flrearme, the pla- 
cing of 5.500 or 6,000 men at the different 
strategic points of disturbance with re- 
serves for insuring communications as needed, 
so as to be able to reach quickly and effective- 
ly any point at which a fresh riot might break 
out. When ali these orders were given the 
striking rioters had lost their fignt. They 
were whipped then and thereafter. 

When this week ends there will not be much 
left of the strike but its effects will be pain- 
fully visible, There will be the charred em- 
bers of property destroyed in the struggle, 
surgeons at work upon eufferers in the hos- 
pitals, and a terribly large aggregate of losses 
to individuals and corporations will have to 
be counted up, which the city must pay by in- 
creased levies on the taxpayers. Business 
will be in process of rapid resumption, and 


the demon Debs be getting ready to follow the 6 


example of Martin Irons, and go to keeping a 
saloon after he has tinished his conference 
with the United States Court and suffered 
whatever punishment may be awarded him 
for his misdeeds. Then the men who have 
been beguiled into all this trouble will see 
how badly they have been misled by him, and 
will rate him as he deserves, which will be 
low indeed, Whatever legitimate gtievances 
the men may have to complain of will be re- 
dressed as soon as that is possible without any 
assistance from Sovereign with his socialistic, 
revolutionary program, or Debs with his bull- 
dozing coercion tactics. And finally, the 
more reasonable among those who have 
struck will be thankful that the natior al all- 


ministration was wise enough and resolute 


enough and powerful enough to summarily 
put down the insurrection. 9 


COST OF EXPORTING WHEAT. 

During the last two years the Minnesota 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission has un- 
dertaken to keep the public informed in re- 
gard to the comparative prices of wheat at 
Duluth and Liverpool at any named date, and 
the intermediate charges. The St. Paul Pio. 
neer-Press gives the result of the comparison 
for June 1 of this year. Ou that day No. 1 
hard wheat sold in Duluth at $57.88 per 100 
bushels and in Liverpool at $70.50. The 
transportation, elevator, insurance, and other 
charges which had to be paid on the wheat 
before it reached Liverpool amounted to 
$11.85, of which $7.55 was for freight and 
insurance, the remainder deing for storage in 
elevator, weighing, inspection, commission, 
and other charges. This made a total 
of $69.73 as the cost of the 100 bush- 
els of wheat laid down in Liverpool, and 
leaving a prafit of but a trifle over M cent per 
bushel. The r quoted says tnese official 
stateinents of comparative prices have com- 
pletely put an end to the cry which gave rise 
to the investigation of two or three years ago. 
that cry being to the effect that the profits 
which the farmer in the Northwest ought to 
realize on his wheat by a higher price at Du- 
luth were absorbed by middlemen and trans- 
portation companies in shipping it to Liver- 
pool, 
This less than 12 cents per . * 
charges in moving wheat from the 


astonishmgly low by the side of the cost 
of the sérvice a few years ago. Within 
the recollection of men still actively 
engaged in watching the grain trade 
the service would not have deen per- 
formed for less than three tiines the money.

WAGE- WORKERS WILL SUFFER MOST, 
Mr. Debs is reported to have said that the 


Tailnoads ure losing hundreds of thousands of 


dollars each day by the strike, whereas the 
strikers are losing but a small amount each 
per diem, and therefore can keep up their 
end of the struggle better than the corpora- 
tions can afford to continue the fight, 

This is a great mistake. Of course the rail- 


roads are losing heavily, not only by loss of 


current business but also by wanton destruc- 
tion of their property, for which the city may 
have to pay damages. but they are not losing 
in proportion so much as the men Who fool- 
ishiy have obeyed the order by Boss Debs to 
leave the jobs in which they were earning fair 
wages these hard times, and had no fault to 
find with hours or the nature of the duties 
they owed to the companies while in their 
employ. 

The railroad, like any other corporation, 
only can earn money when it is using its cap- 
ital. With many others this is done largely 
by Gonsumption of material, part of which is 
converted into more valuable forms than be- 
fore, The railroad uses little of this raw ma- 
terial. Its principal expenditures are for 
fuel, wear and tear, and the paymeut of labor 
for the conduct of its business, the latter be- 
ing a very large and important item. The 
opeteting expense of railways uverage 65 to 
90 per cent of the gross receipts: A road 
earns money by doing work for customers 
who want to have their persons or property or 
maile transported from one place to andther, 
and to do this it must hire many men to per 
form the various processes needed to the per- 
formance of the duty it undertakes. Exam- 
ination of the pay-rolls will show that for all 
the workers affected by a railr oad strike fully 
twa-thirds of the money received for trans- 
portation would have gone into’ their 
pockets, collectively, while only one- 
third would have remained in the 
hatids of the companies. In the case of a 
raijroad strike it is not two or three men who 
lose wages of $1.50 to $2 or $3 per day, but 
mainy thousands who are made idle and lose 
their pay during the whole time that the busi- 
ness of the line is paralyzed. The wage loss 
by the present foolish strike, if it were car- 
riefl out a few days longer so that employés 
now retained would be laid off, would amount 
to ten or twenty thousand dollars per day for 
each of the twenty lines which have been 
placed under the ban by Dictator Debs, or 
say a round million dollars for - every three 
days that the strike lasts. 

But this is far from bemg the full extent of 
the damage to labor interests caused by the 
Every merchant and 
manufacturer whose business isgjnjured by 
the strike luys off a greater or less number of 
hands, and not a few have closed their estab- 
lichments till this struggle is over, Many 
more will have to do so unless the men speed - 
ily go back to their work or take the hint 
from Debs that they are not sustained by him 
in trymg to prevent others from filling the 
places they have vacated, Many thousands of 
tollers who have no sympathy with the strike, 
and whose interests are directly opposed to it, 
thus are earning nothing while the strike is 
„n.“ Many other thousands of toilers on 
the fruit, truck, and grain farms of the coun- 
try, equally honorable and equally entitled to 
cousidpration as are the strikers, are losing 
large sums daily by inability to get their prop- 
erty to market, and all the workers in the 
cities have been forced to pay more for some 
of the things they consume because of relative 
scarcity due to interruption of the produce 
movement. A survey of the whole fleid shows 
that the railroads are not suffermg more in 


4 loss and annoyance than are the men directly 


concerned in the strike, while they suffer far 
less than the total of loss to all the wage earn- 
ers who ure affected by it. And there is an- 
other important fact that the loss to the cor- 
poration, being of surplus capital, is much 
more easily borne than is that impoged on the 
average toiler, as it constitutes a vastly less 


proportion of the whole accumulated capital, 


which with mary toilers is almost nothing at 
all. 


So Debs, and those who think with him, 


are fearfully wrong in supposing that labor is 
not suffering by this strike so much as are the 
corporations or their stockliolders. That 
fact does not dimin‘sh the wickedness of the 
movement or the malice which prompted it, 
but it does constitute an argument of over- 
whelming force to show the utter folly of the 
strike, even when. viewed alone from the 
standpoint of selfish consideration for the 
welfare of the toiling classes, The strikers 
are doing far more harm to themselves and 
their fellow-workers than any they inflict 
upon the corporations they have undertaken 


to fight. 2

Why has it not occurred to any one of these 
men, still more to their silly leaders, that a 
sympathetic strike on a falling market and in 
bad times is always a losing strike? | 

In flush times, when men can get other 
jobs, a sympathetic strike may bé carried on 
tor someſtime, The striker does not imperil 
his personal sustenance or his ability to care 
fot his family, to pay his rent, and buy his 
food, but a sympathetic strike under the pre- 
vailing conditions, as all. experience shows, is 
always a losing strike. It does no earthly 
good. It is disabling the men from helping 
the Pullman strikers at all. In its very 
nature it must be a failure. | 

If Dictator Debs hada thimbleful of real 
reflecting brains he would never have ordered 
this strike against the railroads. He would 
have waited until times were better, the 
markets better, and the demand for labor 
active. He has made a shallow-brained | 
blunder. And now comes “ Grand Master” 
Sovereign, who wants to repeat and emplia- 
size thie blunder by ordermg out all em- 
ployed men of all the trades. Whom will 
that help? Certainly not the Pull. 
man strikers. Certainly not themselves, 
as they will only imperil their own jobs and 
cut off a part of their own sustenance. They 
will win nothing and lose what they have got. 
They can annoy and inconvenience citizens 
and damage their interests, but they will only 
be biting their own noses off. Tun Txisunz 
does not (believe that the workers will obey 
Sovereign. They must see that the game ie 
lost and that the forces of civilization will 
restore the operation of the trains,- that riot 
and turbulence have done their worst, and 
that when order is restored the courte will 
gather in and punish the offenders, among 
them the leaders who have incited violence. 

If, hawever, they should decide to go out 
let them remember that a sympathetic strike 
in hard times and ona falling market and 
scarcity of employment never yet suceeeded 
and never will. If Boss Debs had common 
sense he would tell them so, and further tell 
them that they will only harm the Pullman 
strikers by disabling themselves from helping 
them, by cutting off their wages and paving 
themselves destitute. 


ALTGELD'S STATE SOVEREIGNTY 84 IVEL 
AND DRIVEL. 

In his latest protest telegram to the President 
Gov. Altgeld expresses his fear that local self- 
goverument will be overthrown by the ac- 
tion of the President. If he means the kind 
of „local self-government’ which prevailed 
at the Stock- Yards during five days last week 
Altgeld's fears are justified. The hoodlumé, 
Sela vs, and the other strikers at the Yards 
exercised their rights of local seif-govern- 
ment so effectfully that the right and duty 
of the government to protect inter-State com- 
merce and to transport the mails were 
snuffed out. Local self-governinent ’’ is a 
good thing, but it must not be allowed to an- 
nihilate national self-government and State 
self-gowernment, 

The '* locai self-government ”’ of Chieago— 
using the words in their proper sefse—has not 
been interfered with in the least. The right 
of the people of Chicago togovern theinselves 
has not been molested by the President. The 
police and the other city authorities are stil! 
charged with the maintenance of the peace 
here. The United States troops have not ct- 
tempted to supplant them, but are attending 
strictly to their own business. 

By local self-goverument Altgeld meant 
local anarchy. He meant the right to riot 
undisturbed as long as the local authorities 
did net interfere, even though the gla ws of the 
General Government were broken, He meant 
the right of an Lliinois mob to interfere with 
inter · State com merce and obstruct the carrying 
of the mails. And if the local authorities and 
the State uuthorities remain inactive and the 
General Government steps in then Gov. Alt- 
geld cries out that local self-government is 
menaced.” 

That kind of cant and rot will not pass cur- 
rent; and he seems to have had a sudden 
awakening Thursday, when the Mayor 
too, woke up from his sleep or lethargy when 
he tound the city passinginto the possession 
of the Ana:chists and incendiaries and called 
lustily for five regiments of State guards, and 
Altgeld hurried them forward the same night 
to shbot down rioters. 


WAGES OF TOIL IN SILVER. 

A few years ago the ingerious plea was 

advanced that the ‘depreciation of silver 
enabled the merchant in India to buy a gold 
dollar’s worth of wheat with about 70 cents 
worth of silver and thus could offer the wheat 
in England at prices with which the Ameri- 
can grower and merchant could not compete. 
That story is, being told over again by the 
publication for wide distribution of a speech 
delivered in 1890 by a Western Senator of 
the United States. The story may have been 
true for a very little while, the mind of the 
‘mative Hindu being more slow to appreciate 
thauges in financial conditions than is the 
mentality of his Aryan cousin in the British 
Isles. The argument must, however, have 
lost its force long ere this. The action of the 
Council a year ago, in declaring the silver 
rupee to de worth only two-thirds of its 
previous theoretical value, must have opened 
his eyes. 

But suppose the statement were true for to- 
day.. What does it amount to as an argu- 
ment in favor of sinking to a 50-cent-on-the 
dollar silver standard in the United States in 
order to be able to compete with the Hindu 
in selling wheat to consumers in the British 
Isles? Simply this, that it is ékpected by the 
free silver advocates, the toilers on the farm, 
the railtoad, and in the ship, all those whose 
labor makes up the prime cost of wheat, ex- 
copt the item of land rent or interest on the 
value of it, would be content to re- 
ceive pay in the same number of 
dollars per day or week as at present 
while taking that pay in silver dollars each 
having a purchasing power of only halt that 
possessed by the full value dollar now paid 
as wages for labor. For otherwise nothing 
would be gained by the change reducing the 
currency unit by one-half. If the toilers 
whose labor enters into the production and 
trengportation of wheat had to de paid with 
twiee as many half worth dollars as the num- 
ber of full worth dollars they receive now for 
their toil, tne wheat could not be sold in En- 
gland for British gold more cheaply than 
before the change went into effect. |

Mayor Hopkins says: The police 
are her¢by directed to disperse every assem- 
blage ofgpersons in the public streets or on or 
near raiway tracks, and to promptly arrest 
all perjpns who refuse to disperse on de- 
mand. The orders thus were giver to regu- 
lars, mi itia, deputies, and police to strike 
back wien assaulted or resisted, and Com- 
pany C, Second Regiment, obeyed its orders 
and struck back with deadly effect, and the 
gallanf little squad of police with the militia 
did its work also. 

This shows that there is to be no more leth- 
argy. tio compromise or fooling with the red - 
handed rioters and incendiaries.

BACK TO THEIR WORK AT Sr. Louis. 


Striking Yardmen and Switchmen Give Up 
the Fight—Traffic Kesumed, 

St. Louis, Mo., July 8.—The railroad strike, 
so far as St. Louis is concerned, may be said 
practically to be approaching an end, and the 
only desideratum now is ability to transfer 
to outlying railroads traffic originating here 
and hauled over divisions having St, Louis as 
the originating point. On the west side of 
tne river the return last night of the 
Missouri Pacific switch and yard men has 
resulted in the troopmg back to 
work of all but about forty of the 
350 men hitherto engaged in freight 
yard work in the Various yards on the West 
Side. Passenger traffic, ail of which is 
handied from west side of the river, is on 
a normal basis, the only trains not runn 
being a few duplicates, as they are called, 
and one or two accommodations. There are 
plenty of men to handle these, but there is no 
business. The Terminul Railway Association 
has a full force on the West Side also. 

One exception to all this is the Wabash rail- 
way, which is still crippled, but bas so far 
progressed as to be prepared to start a way 
fre.ght each way on each division tomorrow 
morning. With these will come à test, of 
whether the quiet at Decatur, III., Moberly, 
Mo., and other outside division points ind! 
cates the end of the trouble there. 

During the day the news of the action of the 
striking switchmen on the west side of the 
river was carried to those on the east side 
with the result that the men under the po~i- 
tion taken by Chief Barrett, of the Switch- 
men’s Union, that officially there was no 
strike, began to seek the various yardmas- 
ters to ascertain on what terms they couid re- 
turn to work. response invariably was

With this understanding, fully 
250 sougat and practically secured rein- 
statement. Asa result of this there is now 
no doubt that tomorrow morning every yard

Thus it is that St. Louis traffic is practically 
unimpeded by conditions existing within its 
own borders. The General Manugers’ Asso- 
ciation, which still maintains its bureau, now 
estimates that not to exceed 100 new men 
will be required to fill vacancies among the 
1,800 who originally struck. In this estimate 
itis assumed that the unskilled labor will 
scarcely dare hold out against the good men.

“Plebe” and a Corporal Pound Each Other 
for Eighteen Rounds.

Henry Carpenter Smithers, a member of the 
third class in West Point, who received his 
appointment at large, and Cadet Scales, a 
plebe, who entered the academy last month, 
being appointed from Texas, fought eighteen 
rounds inside Fort Clinton this morning. It 
is said the cause of the tight was the refusal 
of Cadet Scales to submit to the usual 
discipline, carrying his insubordination 
so far as to disobey orders in 
ranks. The recent hazing episode of Cadet 
Valentine, who was caught in the ast of haz- 
ing a plebe by a tactical officer, in all proba- 
bility had something to do with the affair. 
Both Valentine and Smithers are Corporals, 
with the rank of Sergeant while in camp, and 
there can hardly be a doubt that some sort of 
concerted action is taken by the plebes 
to escape the rigid pline which is neces- 
sary to bring raw recruits into line. At ex- 
actly 4:30 a. m. both men stepped for- 
ward and shook hands. The fight . was to 
be to a finish, Marquis of Queensberry 
rules. The fight continued until interrupted 
by the sound of reveille at 6 o’clock, when 
the referee declared ita draw. It had lasted 
one hour and thirty minutes and eighteen 
rounds had been ht. Both men were 
badly punished and both sought the doctor as 
soon as possible. Neither man appeared on 
dress parade or at guard mounting, and it is 
said several weeks will elapse before either 
can appear in public. Corporal Smithers has 
a badly sprained wrist, and Scales is eo dis- 
abled he cannot leave his bed. 


ASBURY PARK AUDITORIUM OPENED. 


Summer Program Inaugurated by the Rev. 
Madison C. Peters.

ALL YARDMEN AT PEORIA! 8TRIKE. 


Debs Gains a Point After a Decided Kort 
Far Reaching Effect of the Move, *

TROUBLE IS FEARED AT SEATTLE, 


Mayor Phelps Asks for Reserve Marines 

te Quell Distarbances. 1 

Wasuinaron, D. C., July 8.—All the mem- 

bers of the Cabinet except Secretary Morton 
were present at tonight’s conference at 
the White House. Senator Squire of 
Washington called and laid before 
the conference a telegram from 
Mayor Phelps of Seattle statmg he was au- 
thentically advised that strikers and an in- 
dustrial army were conspiring to cause trcu- 
ble in Seattle, Spokane, and Tacoma. and ask- 
ing that the officers of the revenue cutter Grant 
now inthe harbor at Seattle be instructed 
to land forces if necessary to assist in main- 
taining order. Senator Squire was informed 
by Secretary Carlisle that the officers of the 
revenue cutter already had authority to land 
troops to protect United States property, but 
that the force could not be used to maintain 
the peace unless called for by the Governor. 
The Senktor was assured, however, of the co- 
operation of the government im so far as it 
had authority.
